A period of service qualifying 
for the award of the Defence 
Medal In the, Colony js one day 
during the operational period 
from December 8, 1941 to Decem- 
ber 25, 1941, or 12 months during 
the non-operational period from 
September 3, 1939 to December 
7, 1041, Paort-Uine as well os 
whole civilian service will quallfy. 

Clatms forms may be obtained 
from any Post Ofice, 

Forms when completed should 
be enclosed in an envelope ‘mark, 
ed "Defence Medal Application” 

‘and rent .to the Accountant- 
General, Treasury, Prince's’ Build- 
Ing, Hong Kong. 

The result of the clalm will be 
notified to the claimant. — If the 
claim ix approved, the ribbon of 
the Defence Medal will be des- 
patched to the address given by 
the claimant on the claim form.
